2. Claims 1-10, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated Gnanasambandam et al. 

3. The claims stand rejected for the reasons set forth in the last Office Action 
(Paper No. 6, mailed 3/19/2003. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 6/2/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In particular, Applicants refer to a provision application (60/134652) based 
on a university disclosure statement, wherein same provides a date earlier than the 
publishing date for the Gnanasambandam et al reference. However, Applicants are 
directed to submit said evidence by way of an affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .131 to 
demonstrate the "swearing back" behind the Gnanasambandam et al reference.
